We, the undersigned, hereby certify that we have this day exam- 
ined the foregoing accounts of the Selectmen and Town Treasurer, 
and find the same correctly cast, with proper vouchers for the sever- 
al charges, and we recommend that the town allow the same.

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Auburn: 


Your Committee, having attended to his duties, presents the fol- 
lowing Report. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Miss Ella F. Hanson had her first experience as teacher, in this 
school the summer term. By her kindness and untiring efforts for 
her scholars, she made it a profitable school. 

Miss Martha T. Learnard, who had charge of the school during 
the winter term, proved herself an earnest and faithful teacher. It 
was with great pleasure that the Committee noticed such a marked 
interest in the school, both by parents and pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


There was but one session of this school during the year, which 
was taught by Miss Emma L. Jenness. The school was well disci- 
plined, and the pupils manifested a lively interest in their studies 
and in their teacher. The manner in which the scholars sustained 
themselves in examination, proved that they had not been idle. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Miss Anna L. Bean taught the summer term of this school. She 
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exhibited a commendable degree of interest in the children com- 
mitted to her care, and gave general satisfaction. The progress 
made-by the class in grammar is particularly deserving of com-- 
mendation. 

The winter term of this school was taught by your Committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Miss Josie E. George had her first experience in teaching in this - 
school. Miss George is very energetic and active in the discharge 
of her duties. The number of visits made to the school by the 
parents and others, indicate a good degree of interest. 

Miss George also commenced the winter term, but was obliged to 
leave on account of failuré in health, after having taught seven 
weeks. The term was finished by Miss Celeste S. Goldsmith. The 
school did not appear remarkably well upon examination, which was 
attributable perhaps to a change in the manner of instruction. The 
want of promptness on the part of the pupils could not be attributed 
to a teacher who had been with them only three weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 5 


There was but one term of this school during the year, which 
was taught by your Committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 6.» 


There was but one session of this school during the year, which 
was taught by Miss Georgia O. Healey. She was’ mild and pleasant 
in the management of the school. Her scholars in the examination 
gave good evidence of progress. | 


DISTRICT NO. 7s =. 


Mrs. L. A. Southard, who taught the summer term of this school, 
ably sustained the reputation she had previously gained, of a suc- 
cessful teacher. Although this school was short there was a decided 
improvement in its appearance during the term. 
Miss Elen M. Cate taught the winter term of this scbuiols ny a 
degree of success. There was not, however, that general order and 
system in school that is desirable. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


The summer term of this school was taught by Miss Sarah A. Ball. 
The fact that Miss Ball has taught twenty-six months in this district 
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is perhaps suflicient proof of faithfulness in the discharge of her 
duties. The school appeared well in examination. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Mary F. Pingree, in a good, 
practical manner. The ease with which Miss Pingree governs, and 
the clearness of her explanations, show her to be admirably adapted 
and well qualified for her business. 


We have been fortunate during the past year, in securing, in most 
instances, the services of competent teachers. Prudential Com- 
mitttees have manifested unusual interest in the discharge of their 
duties, and perhaps all has been accomplished that could reasonably 
be expected. 

Much effort has been made in several of the districts to sustain 
Private Schools. While this is commendable it is not right that they 
should in any manner take the place of the common schools, for 
such a course would consign to ignorance the children of those pa- 
rents who could not, or would not, bear their proportion of the 
expense. Bound together as we are by a thousand common inter- 
ests, no man can say that he has no responsibility in regard to the 
education of his neighbors’ children. The stability of our govern- 
ment, our wealth and prosperity, and our happiness as a people, de- 
pend upon the intelligence of the masses, and the intelligence of the 
masses depends upon the efficiency of our common schools, as com- 
paratively few receive a collegiate or even an academic education. 

We have to regret that our terms of school are so short. We 
should have at least twenty-two weeks of school in each district 
during the year, while we have had in some districts only seven 
weeks, if we except those schools that have been sustained by pri- 
vate contributions. The fact that we have had less schooling the 
past year than in any year for the previous fifty, should call your 
attention to this subject. Can we in justice deprive the rising gen- 
eration of the privileges that we enjoyed ? 

If our schools are worth anything they are worthy of a generous 
support. We should see that they do not fail to accomplish the ob- 
ject for which they were wisely established; that in them the youth 
of our land may be instructed in a manner that will fit them for the 
enjoyment of the privileges and the performance of the duties of 
American citizens; and that they be supported with such liberality, 
and conducted with such wisdom that will make them a hope for the 
future as they have been our pride in the past.
